The New Packet. 
The new steamei Morning Mail, built 
by the White Collar line to ply between 
this dty and Otadhhittl, mched Mays- 
ville yesterday aftemooti about 3 o'clock. 
She is a very handsome craft, of fine mod- 
el, and when in perfect running order, as 
she will be in n few days, is expected to 
equal tho spoe^l of the Bostona, wliich is 
acknowledged to be the swiftest boat on the 
upper Ohio. The cabin it large and con- 
tains '42 convenient, airy and well-fur- 
nislied state rooms. The finish ot the 
cabin is exceedingly neat, the state-rooms 
and all the moldings as well, being of solid 
walnut. In the ladies' cabin is a well ex- 
ecuted oil painting which represents the 
river at this place, giving a good view of 
both Maysville and Aberdeen. In the 
rear of this eabin^iethe children's nursery, 
an apartment also well flniabed and fur- 
nished. 

The Morning Ufail is 225 feet in lenj;th 
and has 35 feet beam. The engine has 21 
inch cylinders,^ feet stroke and works a wa- 
ter wheel with 13i feet buckets. The wheel 
itself is 21 feet in diameter. The boilers are 
new, three in number, 28 feet long and 
45 inches through. 

Captain E. S. Morgan, one of the most 
popular commanders on the river, will 
have charge of this boat, while Frank 
Bryson, Floyd Morgan and Koby McCall, 
three of the cleverest men living, will be 
in the office. Col. Qua. Simmons, whom 
everybody knows and esteems, is the 
steward. Will. Hanley, an old and well- 
known engineer is in charge of the en- 
gines. John Henderson and Sam Hamil- 
ton, are the i)ilots and (ieorge Xorns is 
mate, and all are good men.

poles for scaffolding Bear the foot of 
Hoove's Hill, on the eastern side of Sara- 
toga Lake, where they had a narrow es- 
cape from being poisoned from the bites 
of black snakes. As none of the parties 
wish to have their nameH brought to the 
notice of the public thej will be omit- 
ted, and their adventures only mill be 
told. • 

Wishing to get the best timber possi- 
ble thej sought the southern side of the 
hill at the water's odfj;e, where the poles 
could be found tbo straightest and tall- 
est After felling a number of poles 
they proceeded to a pile of loose rocks 
and there sat down to eat their dinner. 
The spot chosen was very much exposed 
to the sun, and they were in the act of 
stepping down from the stones to seek a 
more shaded spot, and, while doing so, 
some of the stones rattled frodi their 
resting-})lii('e and rolled down the bank 
into the water. Hardly a step had been 
taken from the stone-heap when the 
head of a black Huako was seen to dart 
from a crevice between two large flat 
stones. One of the men at once secured 
a stoat dub and stepped up to kill the 
perjieiit, while his fr;end roll.vl the stone 
to one side with a pole which he had 
found at hand. While in the act of 
striking the snake, and as if by magic, 
the heads of eiiakes were seen to dart 
from every upuuiug in the stone-heap, 
followed b^ their bodies, and with heads 
erect, their eyes flt\shing, and their 
tongues darting forth from their ex- 
tended jaws, they made a horrible sight 
to behold. In an instant the ground 
was alive with the crawling, writhing 
creatures, who, as if by human instinct, 
snrronnded the two men, who were 
nearly paralyzed with terror, but real- 
izing that something must instantly be 
done, with uplifted clubs they showered 
blow after blow upon the now thor- 
oui^hly-ancered snakes, which sent them 
flymg in ail directions as they were with 
every stroke of the club caught up and 
thrown into the air. 

One of the unfortunate men in the 
excitement had not noticed several of 
the snakes which had crawled in his 
rear, and not until he felt the cold and 
slimy body of the reptile around his 
neok did he realize his horrible position. 
Bhxieking to his companion for assist- 
ance he struggled to tear the cod from 
his neck and did not succeed in doing so 
until the snake had bitten him onoe un- 
der the right ear. Flinging the body 
from him and nearly fainting from ex- 
haustion he again took up his club and 
struck to the right and left, killing a 
snake at every blow. His companion, 
while stanipiog the head of a snake, 
suddenly felt something crawling up his 
left leg, underneath his pants, and 
glancing down he dii-icovered to his hor- 
ror that a large black snake had taken 
refuge. Before he could grab it by its 
tail the animal had bitten nim near the 
knee. With a fling the serpent was 
flung far into tlie lake. The snakes, 
finding the two brave men were one too 
mauv lor them, after about an hour's 
battle, and as if by a preconcerted sig- 
nal, made for the pile of rocks and dis- 
appeared. Xot, however, before several 
of them had been killed. The men, 
flnding themselves the victors, pro- 
ceeded to examine their wounds, and 
aft^^r atti')uling to them proceeded to 
iiuuiit the duiid snakes, which amounted 
in number to eighty-seven, the largest 
of which measured seven feet and Mght 
inches in length. 

Among the number was found a blue 
racer four feet in length, several large 
spotted adders and one, a large white 
tiuake, nearly five feet long, and some 
portions of his body as large tonnd as a 
horse's knee. This snake was shown to 
the writer and was found to be o| a 
snowy-white color, with several small 
blue spots near its head. Men are goinff 
to cover the stone-heap with brush and 
after surrounding it with men armed 
with shot-guns, set Are to it and pro- 
dded to exterminate the snakes. So far
